“On  Wednesday  morning  when 
we  went  to  the  Pan  American  of- 
f ice  in  Mexico  City  to  have  our 
transportation  verified,  the  agent 
informed  us  that  the  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  priests  in  Guatemala  City  had 
wired  them  not  to  allow  us  to 
stop  there.  No  ministers  other 
than  Roman  Catholic  priests  were 
-  allowed  to  enter  Guatemala.  Had 
we.  in  making  application  for 
Tourist  Card,  stated  that  our  pro¬ 
fession  was  gambler,  brewer,  pro¬ 
fessor  or  anything  other  than  min¬ 
ister  there  would  have,  been  no 
question.  But  ministers,  represen  t- 
uig  Christ  and  His  Church,  are 
questioned. 

“We  wasted  nearly  half  a  day 
trying  to  get  a  permit  from  the 
Guatemalan  Consul  to  enter 
just  for  one  day  and  night.  He 
finally  allowed  us  to  stop  in  spite 
of  the  protests  of  the  priests.

There  are  sev¬ 
eral  hundred  in  Mexico.  Wa  visited

one  Baptist  Church  in  Mexico 
City  yesterday  where  they  have 
amplifiers  similar  to  ours.  From 
them  I  got  an  idea.  The  pastor  and 
his  assistant  have  three  secretar¬ 
ies  all  men.  Those  men  secretar¬ 
ies  were  really  working  but  after 
thinking  it  over — I  like  our  set-up 
better.  Our  secretaries  look  better 
and  have  sweeter  dispositions — 
their  -work?  I’m  satisfied.

More  members  of  Baptist 
Churches  attend  Baptist  Associ-' 
ational  meetings  than  they  do  in 
any  other  Baptist  Gathering.  The 
Associations  reach  the  churches 
with  the  denominational  program 
more  successfully  than  do  district 
meetings  or  stale  meetings.  There¬ 
fore,  it  is  very  vital  tha  the  asso¬ 
ciations  be  kept  alive,  virile  ia 
their  spirit,  alert  in  their  attitude 
and  hard  working  in  their  ener¬ 
gies.  All  our  work  is  promoted 
through  the  associations. 

We  can  see  then  that  there  is 
no  surprise  that  evangelism  could 
he  best  promoted  through  assoc i- 
ational  conferences  in  addition  to 
the  state  conference.  Every  asso¬ 
ciation  under  the  leadership  of  the 
chairman  of  evangelism  should 
conduct  an  evangelistic  confer¬ 
ence  within  the  next  few  weeks 
following  the  state  conference 
conducted  in  Jackson  in  January. 

Suggested  programs  for  these 
associational  conferences  have 
gone  out  to  the  associational 
chairmen,  to  the  associational  mis¬ 
sionaries  and  in  associations 
wdiere  there  was  neither  a  chair¬ 
man  or  a  missionary  they  have 
gone  to  the  moderators.  It  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  these  moderators  will 
promote  evangelism  where  they 
liave  not  the  associational  officers 
elected  for  this  specific  task. 

It  is  expected  that  all  the  offi- 
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cent  will  combine  their  efforts  to 
conduct  associational  conferences 
throughout  Mississippi  this  winter 
and  early  spring.  Such  conferences 
will  call  in  the  greatest  number 
of  workers  from  the  churches  and 
acquaint  them  with  the  Southern 
Baptist  Program  of  Evangelism. 

Also  these  conferences  will  serve 
as  promotional  meetings  in  prep¬ 
aration  for  simultaneous  revivals 
in  1954.  They  will  look  ahead  to 
the  great  contingent-girdling  si¬ 
multaneous  revival  crusades  plan¬ 
ned  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  for  1955. 

If  everyone  who  loves  to  see 
people  saved  will  be  alert  as  to 
the  dates  such  associational  con¬ 
ference  is  announced  in  his  asso¬ 
ciation,  and  will  attend,  these  will 
be  the  power-houses  not  only  for 
winning  souls,  but  for  inspiring 
leadership  in  all  the  organiza¬ 
tional  life  for  our  Bautist  denomi¬ 
nation. 

The  membership  at  large  in 
each — church — should — attend — these 
associational  conferences,  but  ev¬ 
eryone  who  has  been  elected  by 
his  church  to  serve  in  any  -place 
of  leadership  in  the  church  should 
a  divine  compulsion  to  en¬ 
large  his  vision  by  attending  such 
a  meeting.
